A BIG STRIKE. 


A Vein of Flowlug oli Discovered in 
New Mexico-The Miners Driven Od 
by Iudians-One of the Party Killed. 
ALBUQUERRUE, N. M., April 16,—[Globe- 

Democrat,]—T wo occurrences, oue as alarme- 
ing as the other is gratifying to the veople of 
New Mexico, are reported trom the West— 
the striking of.an oil flow by miners of an 
Albuduerdue company, and a subsequent 
inurderous attack by Navajo Indians upon 
the miners. The existence of bitumen was dis- 
covered several months ago by a prospector 
from here, eight miles distant from Fort 
Wingate, Valencia County. Locations were 
made six miles from the line of the 
Navajo Indian Reservauon, and a party of 
five men were sent out, in charge of Frank 
Morgan. No boring was attempted, but 
dyuawmite blasts were putin the most brom— 
ising spots, and Saturday a blast bruught out 
a flowing stream of oil, the first discovered in 
this Territery, During the progress of this 
mining workmen had been frequently ap- 
proached by Navajos, who seemed to believe 
the whites were on their reservation, and or- 
dered them to leave, bul no attention was 
paid to their threats, After the strike, wiile 
the men were dipping out oil for testing, a 
party of Navajos rode up to them, and, with- 
out warning, fired into the midstof them, 
Killing Lewis Farley. It was growing 
dark, and the mipers, having no arws at 
hand, fled into the mountains, red 
at several times by the Iudians, but they 
were not pursued. Crossing the lange the 
terrified prospectors got to Coolidge, on the 
Atlantic & Pacific Railroad, and wiegraphed 
the vil strike and murder of Farley to the 
company here. The news was received this 
morning, and the company immediately sent 
a telegram to Gen. Bradley, commanding 
Fort Wingate, asking that their workmen 
should be protected and the Indiaus pun- 
ished. Gen, Bradley sent a company of cav- 
alry to the scene of attack this afternoon, 
and states that he will do his best to discover 
and to arrest the Indian assasins. The Nav 
ajos, while as a tribe quiet, have among their 
bhumber young bucks who are a perpetual 
source of trouble to settlers and military 
authorities. The attack on the mivers is 
thought to have been by some ot them, and 
it is probable that the head men of the tribe 
themselves will heip to bring the murderers 
to justice.

THE STAR ROUTES. 
THE GRAND JURY PRESENT AN INDICTMENT 
AGALNST WILLIAM PITT KELLOGG. 

Wasuinetron, D. C., April 18.—[Special. ] 
-The indictment against ex-Senator Kellogg 
has finally been presented. Either the grand 
jury has altered the date in the presentment, 
which was brought into court some weeks 
since, or the indictment will upon its face 
show that prosecution under it is barred by 
the statute of limitations. The presentment 
brought into court fixed the date of the 
transactions in question at April 17, 1880; yet 


the indictment was not presented in court 


until today, and bears date of today. This is 
one day later than the three-year limit on 
the face of the presentment, while it is 
claimed on the part of Kellogg that the trans- 
actions to which it refers oceurred in July, 
is79, instead of 1880. In any event, the action 
of the prosecuting authorities seems peculiar. 

W asuinoTron, D. C., April 18.—During dis- 
cussion in the star-route case today the grand 
jury eame in and returned the following in- 


dietments: 

Agulnst William Pitt Kellogz, for receiving 
money while United States Senator for services 
reydered in relation to a contract witb the 
United states. Witnesses, John A. Walsh. James 
is.

Aguaiast Tuomas J. Brady, fur receiving money 
while Second Assistant Pustinaster-General for 
services tendered iu relatlan to a contract 
with the United States. Same witnesses us 
above, 

The indictments are volumipous—appar- 
ently as large as we indictment in the star- 
route case. There five counts In each in- 
dietment, charging five separate payments of 
$1,500 for oue service rendered in the expedi- 
tion of the mail schedule on Price’s routes 
from San Antonlo to Corpus Christi, Tex., 
aud from Monroe to Shreveport, La. 

The indictments against Kellogg and Brady 
are printed in neat pamphlet form, and, ex- 
cept in the names of the porgons indicted 
and a few minor points, are much alike. Be- 
ginhing with a legal definition of the duties 
of the Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
the indictments state that Brady entered 
into a contract with Price for the perform- 
ance of serviee on the star routes from San 
Antonio to Corpus Christi, Tex., and from 
Mouroe to Shreveport, La., and that on July 
17, 1879, at the solicitation of Kellogg, Brady 
made an order reducing the time for carry- 
ing mail on these routes and allowing Price 
extra compensation therefor, receiving in re- 
turn five separate amounts Of $1,500 each. 

Kellogg is charged with having received 
five installments of $1,500 each in lawful 
money as consideration for using his influ- 
ence (While in the United States Senate) 
with Brady to secure the expedition of the 
routes above mentioned. 

KER’S STATEMENT. 

Ker gives the following statement of what 
the Government copnsel Delieve to be the 
facts in the case: 

Price had attempted, without success, to 
get an allowance for expedition in counec- 
tion with these two routes. then took 
the papers to Kellogg, and prorm®®sed to give 
him $20,000 if he would procufe an expedi- 
Lion of the routes, Kellogg told him to leave 
the papers, and to call in two days. 
At the appointed time Price returned, and 
Kellogg told him that it was all right; that 
the expedition would be granted. Price 
thereupon sat down and drew five dratis 
upon the Auditor of the Treasury for a total 
of 315,000 against his pay for service on the 
San Antonio and Shrevepert routes. Forthe 
remaining $5,000 he gave a note indorsed by 
another mall contractor, which was paid at 
maturity. ‘Lhe drafis were to be paid on 
April 19, July 14, Oct. 18, 1880, and Jam 14 
and Apri 27, 1881. Keilogg gave then to 
Waish, and requested him to collect them, 
pay him (Kellogg) 31,500 for each 
draft, and credit Brady (who owed money 
to Walsh) with the same amount. Walsh 
collected the drafts as they matured, and, 
upon the collection of each draft, paid Kel- 
logg 31.500 and credited Brady with $1,500. 

In answer to the objection that the otfense 
ended with the passage of the drafts, and 
that tue prosecuulion Was therefore barred by 
Lie statute ot limitations, Ker says that the 
Payment of the drafts might have been 
stupped by the contractor at anv time before 
maturitz through application to the Auditor, 
so that they hack no real money value until 
Cashed. ‘Lhe first of the five drafts was paid 
April 19, 1880, and if the indictment had not 
Deen returned today could not have been 
made the basis of prosecution, as the statute 
Of limitations would have begun to run 
against the offense tomorrow. 
A.STATEMENT, LAST NIGHT, BY EX-SENATOR 

2 _ KELLOGG. 

Ex-Senator Kellogg said tonight that he 
had little ty add to what he has already said 
about Price and Walsh’s evidence and to- 
duy’s indictments, except that he was sur- 
prised when an indictment was found, for 
the reason that when the presentinent was 
uiade, on the 27th of March last, it specified 
that the alleged otfense was committed on 
the 17th of April, 1850, although whatever 
evidence there was in the case showed the 
Olfeuse, if any, was really committed on the 
16th of April, 1879, and. as yester- 
was the In of April, when, 
even by the terms of tha presentment, 
the alleged offense became barred, 
he Was naturally surprised at the indictwent.

ARCHITECT HILL. 
POSSIBILITY THAT THE PROSECUTORS WILL 
FAIL TO COME FORWARD. 

Wasnineron, D. C., April 18.—[Special.] 
The Treasury Department has been wise in 
deciding to hold the investigation into the 
charges preferred against Supervyising- 
Architect Hill with open doors. The ses- 
sions have already begun, and evidence will 
be taken Monday. The difficulty is likely to 
be that the proseeutors will not appear to 
conduct the cases or to prove their charges. 
Assistant-Secretary New, who is Chairman 
of this investigating committee, today sent 
letters to A. B. Mullett and ex-Congressman 
Murch informing them that the commit- 
tee had been apvointed and was ready 
to proceed: that the investigation 
would, be with open doors, and 
that those who preferred the charges would 
be represented in person or by counsel, and 
that all testimony would be heard. Mullett 
has forestalled this invitation by stating in 
the public press that he should not appear, 
making at the same time reflections upon the 
committee, As for Mr. Murch, he is a man 
fertile in charges but barren in proofs, That 
has been the conspicuous record which he 
made for himself in connection with the 
Washington Gas Company. For two Con- 
gresses he was noisy in his denuncia- 
tions of that company, and last winter, 
mainly at his instance. an investigation 
was ordered, but he did not furnish the 
proofs which he claimed to have, and, when 
called upon by the committee as witness, re- 
In fact, he showed no 
disposition to make good his eharges. If Mr. 
Murch follows the only precedent which he 
has established as @ great public investi- 
gator, he will contest himseif in this in- 
stance by making accusations of the grossest 
frauds against a public officer without pro- 
ducing any of the proof which he claims to 
have. There is much interest to know what 
course Mr. Murch will pursue with regard to 
the very serious charges which he has filed 
m thed epartment. 

Supervising-Architect Hill, meanwhile, 
claims that the charges are inspired by dis- 
appointed contracturs and by malice, and 
that there is not a single thing in his admin- 
istration of the public buildings that will not 
stand the closest scrutiny.

THE SERIES OF CHARGES FILED AGAINST 

HIM BY MULLEITII. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—[Special. | 
—A. B. Mullett, ex-Supervising Architect, has 
filed a series af charges against Supervising- 
Architect Hill on a variety of subjects. The 
charges which relate to the Chicago Custom- 
House Building will be presented to the In- 
vestigating Committee tomorrow. ‘They are 
as follows: 

It can be proved beyond question that there 
was not only no good reason for quesuoumg the 
stability of the foundations of the Custom-House 
at Chicago, but that che evidences that the un- 
important cracks in tbe interior wails, that 
were made the ground for the out- 
cry against the work, were sO pal- 
pably the resuit of frost that 
no wan worthy of the name ot architect, eng- 
ueer, or nechanic could for one moment have 
doubted it had not bis eyes been blinded by selt- 
interest or malice. Yet, incredibieas it would 
have seemed, a commissfou of men claiming 
each of the above titles were found ignorant or 
base enout to recommend the destruction of 
the work on the ground—to use their own words 
—that * the foundations Were so manifestiy in- 
— that any farther expenditures thereon 
would we but added folly.”’ 

It would have seemed still more incredible 
that a Secretary of the Treasury would, upon 
such a flimsy, frivolous, and wholly ex- parte re- 
port, order the destruction of bundreds of thou- 
sands doliars’ worth of public property. Such 
instructions were, however, issued, and but for 
the prompt and peremptorily veto of President 
Grant would have been carried into effect—an 
act of Vandalisin that could not have cost the 
Government less than 32 500.000, and would, so 
fur as | can judge by subsequent events, have 
been nearer 55.000, 000. It can be proved 
thut tbe decision of the department 
that the magnesian timestone. popularly 
known as Ciicago stone, was unt for 
the construction of the Custom-House, was not 
only bitterly antagonized, but that the owners 
of those quarries, which represent an enormous 
interest, were willingto paya large amount of 
money to procure the revocation of that decis- 
ion. It can also be proved that the proposals 
for the supply of granit for the building were 
80 excessive that they were believed by the de- 
partmentto have been the resultl of colusion 
and combination among the bidders, and were 
therotore rejected by Secretary HBoutweil, 
thougb he was desirous of buliding tne Custom- 
Housc of that material. It will theretote be 
geen that there were two powerful luterests 
whose mutual interest it was to procure the 
condemnation of the stone selected—viz.: the 
Buena Vista freestone, commonty called Cin- 
cinnati freestone. it will not, therefore, be 
surprising, in view of the facts previously re- 
cited, that the atoresuid commission not only 
condemned tae foundations, but the stone, and 
revommeuded that the material be sold as 
worthless, though millions of dollars’ worth of 
the tineat iidings in Chicago, Cincinuati, 
Louisviile, ther cities are constructed. of 
the same sto and though it was seiccted as 
the material for the old Cineinuati Custom- 
> more than thirty years since, und stands 
weil, ’ 
it can be proved that every effort. was made 
by the 2 of the Supervising Architect to 
justify t eondemination of (be commission. 
Costly and beautifully carved stones were ruth- 
lesly oruken-and otherwise defaced; others were 
suffered to sink into the mud and were other- 
wise prevented from seasoning by exposure to 
the weather; others were set in the wali before 
they were seasoned, and as a consequence were 
burst and laminated by the frost. The most car- 
nest prayers and solieituuons of the contractor 
were disregarded and derided when he pieaded 
that bis stone should be treated and bandled in 
a proper and fair manner. The plainest pro- 
visions of hts contract were disregarded, and he 
himself reduced from wealth to poverty, A 
suit is now pending in the Court of Clai in 
which he is plaintiff’, involving over $400, 

it can further be proved that the desigu for 
the building was changed and ruined, the opper 
story being compieted in an entirely different 
style of architecture, and that this change was 
made in spite of the wishes and in- 
structions of the President, the per- 
sonal request of Senator Logan, und 
the most earnest efforte of the city authorities 
of Chicago and of her most influential citizens, 

such change was made for the purpose 
of injuring the buliding. 

It can further be proved beyond question that 
the only result of these actions has been the 
injury of the Government property, long delay 
in the compietion of the building, a large waste 
of money, injury and loss to ignocent parties, 
and public scandal; and it can be proved 
that the actual loss on money to the 
Government exceeds considerably 51,000,

Inn COMMISSION STILL BOING NOTHINEeE— 


OF FICE-SEEKING-~-THOMAN. 
Wasuinerton, D. C, April 18.— Special.] 
—The Civil-Service Commissioners have re- 
turned to Washingten, and hope seen to 
complete their organization by the selection 
of the Chief Examiner. It appears that there 
is a very considerable struggle for this ptace. 


for the position are being urged for it by 
politicians of prominence. The position of 
Chief Examiner is an important one, as that 
officer can do something to make the method 
of applying the rules agreeable to the 
politicians. The rules agr upon 
differ materially from those adopted by the 
former Commission. Judge Thoman, who 
seeins to be the talking member of com- 
mission, in response to the question whether 
the power of removal was affected by the 
Civil-Service law, said again today: No, it 
is not. With the Civil-Service law in tull 
foree, the head of a department can dismiss 
any employé by simply serving notice upon 
him that his or her services are no longer re- 
quired.” Judge Thoman went even turther 
than that, and said there was nothing in the 
law to prevent a wholesale removal of office- 
holders, and that the authority of the ap- 
pointing power to dismiss from office is not

MAKING FLOUR, 
THE PLEA OF AN INVENTOR BEFORE THE 
SUPREME COURT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.— [Special.] 
Mr. George Harding, of Chicago, appeared 
as counsel for Downton agkinst the Yeager 
Milling Company in a suit the decision of 
which will prove to be of great interest to 
all flour-milling in the Northwest. The ob- 
ject of the suit is to enjoin the Yeager Mill- 
ing Company from manufacturing middlings 
flour under a process for which Downton 
claims he has a patent, The proeess is an 
intermediate process in the old mode of man- 
ufacting flour, that manner being by passing 
the purified middlings through or between 
rollers, and subsequently rebolting and 
regrinding the same. The argument 
is mainly of a technical character, being con- 
tinéd to the question of fact as to the givin 
of certain notice and as to the newnesy o 
the alleged invention. The points made by 
Mr. Harding were these: By the use of the 
rollers on the coarse purified middlings for 
the purpose of flattening out the germ, or 
bran, and reducing the flour-producing sub- 
stance of such middlings, to get rid of the 
germ or bran thus flattened out, and to sepa- 
rate the pure flour, then regrinding 
the midalings as practiced by Downton’s 
process, a great reduction of power 
is saved over the system of gradual redue- 
tion by regrinding and bolting, etc., or by 
the repeated crusbing on several series of 
rollers; also a superior quality of high-grade 
flour superior in whiteness and strength is 
made out of the middiings, which, although 
from the advanced state of the art of milling 
by what was known as the * new-process 
milling,” had been previously utilized into 
good flouras compared to the old system, 
yet the millers had great and many 
complaints to make; that they could 
not make as fine and white 
flour from these purified middlings 
as they desired, ,because with these purified 
muiddlings, in spite of the improved neu- 
process system, there stil! remained more or 


less Of the germ and bran, whigh would be |} 


very 8 pulverized in the regrinding of 
the purified middlings, and would be inter- 
iningled with the fleur, and would injure its 
purity and whiteness. Thus Downton dis- 
covered a means by which this germ and bran 
could be taken from the coarse middling in 
the most economical and quickest way, and 
at the same time in a manner that would pre- 
serve the strength of the flour and increase 
iis purity and whiteness, a desideratum 
greatly soughtafter by the millers. No other 
human system accomplished or could accom- 
plish these results. 


HERR MOST. 
STORMY TIME OVER THE QUESTION OF 
LISTENING TO HIS LABOR VIEWS. 

W asnyineton, D. C., April 18.—It was ex- 
pected that Herr Most would meet the dele- 
gates of the Federation of Labor at their hall 
last night for the purpose of an interchange 
of views on the labor question. This meet- 
ing did not take place. Most waited at his 
hotel to be sent for by the committee, but a 
stormy debate took place in the federation, 
starting from the Bookbinders’ Union, some 
expressing a fear that the questions of dyna- 
mite and violence might be brought up 
should such a meeting take place, The dis- 
cussion ended in a disruption, caused 
by the outspoken expressions of Knownoth- 


-ingism—Herr Most being German, and the 


Federation of Labor beum about equally di- 
vided between native-born and foreigners. 
After their adjournment at the hall the 
President and eight of the delegates visited 
Most at the hotel, where there was already 
assembled a committee from the Arbeiter- 
Verein, A delegate from the Bricklayers’ 
Union moved that the assemblage consider 
itself a meeting of individual workingmen, 
not representing any unions or gocieties.”’ 
This was carried, and Herr Most was re- 
quested to state his views on the labor ques- 
tion, which he did in a ten-minutes’ speech, 
delivered in English. 
A SPEECH. LAST NIGHT. 

Hierr Most delivered a speech tonight to 
the workingmen, the greater part of which 
was devoted to a defense of himself against 
the newspapers, which, he said, had eharged 
him with advising murder, rebbery, the 
burning of granaries, the destruction of 
labor-saving machinery, and a division of all 
capital among the poor. He said: * They 
call me a murderer because 1 said it would 
be impossible for moe to lament when a 
monster like the late Czar of Kussia 
was executed by hands of oppressed people; 
they call me a robber because 1 showed the 
people how they were bemg robbed by the 
capitalistic class. Because 1 said it was 
necessary to bring forward another system 
of production by which workingmen could 
enjoy the results of their industry, writers 
for the thieves became very much excited, 
and denounced me as a robber. They misrep- 
resented in the highest degree when they said 
I advised a division of all the capital among 
the . All Lasked for was the abolition 
of the present unjust division of the fruits 
of the industry of the workinen among the 
capitalists. With regard to labor-saving ma- 
chinery, 1 claimed that we are entitled to 
our share in every new invention. He who 
declares that the results of science should 
belong exclusively to a few of the privileged 
class talks nonsense and is a robber. 1 
want to see the formation of an- 
other system, in which machinery 
should belong to the several societies, and 
The pits tor the 
iniuers, the land for the farmers, the manu- 
factories tor the operatives, and nothing for 
idlers. That's what l want.” Speaking of 
the condition of the laboring classes in Eu- 
rope, he said: “All legal means for getting 
any reform or progress have been takeu away 
from us. Nothing is left but foree.” He 
advised the workingmen to organize as 
well and quickly as possible, so as 
to bring political power into the hands of the 
people. The capitalists in this country, he 
said, would not give up their privileges and 
their power and tyranneous influences”’ 
without the exercise of force to compel them 
todoso. ‘They would try to crush out the 
workingmen’s movement by securing the 
passage of stringent laws against the work- 
ina men, by abolishing the freedom of speech 
and the liberty of the press, Then,“ said 
lierr Most, “the question will arise whether 
you are ready to fight for your rights and 
your freedom or submit to become slaves.“

FOOD PROSPECTS, 


Views of Prominent Commission Mer- 
chants. * 
McCormick & Beebe, of this city, wrote to 
their customers last Tuesday as follows: 


Operators now began to realige the truth of 
the reparts ag to the serious character of the 
dumage to winter wheat. At this date we esti- 
male the G (winter) as likely to approximate 
as follows: Illinois and Indiana, 50 per cent o 
un average; Onio, 70 per cent; Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, and Missouri, 75 per cent; Kansas, 80 per 
cent. Any Variation will be to lower these esti- 
mates; as weather, weeds, and insects bave yet 
their work to do. 

In rega:d to recent estimates, Irwin, Orr 
& Co., of this city, wrote the same day: 

As the crop of the Pacific slope may now be 
fairly estimated at some 65,000,000 bushels, this 
would leave but 335,000,000 busheis for the area 
east of the Sierras, which includes a vast 
breadth of new territory now be seeded in 
the Northwest, In order to permit this the crop 
in all the rest of the 1 Valley would 
need to be reduced to a much more miserabi 
average yield than seems to us to be warrante 
by any facts that bave yet oome to light. 
It is true that the ‘growing weather 
of the last week has shown considera- 
bie ureas to have been practically winter 
killed, especially in the southern half of Illinois 
and Indiana. But it should be remembered that 
this is not unusual, even in good crop years. 
The average yield per acre in the prolific year— 
— 1880 would have been regarded by thousands of 
Western farmers as asigu of crop failure if it 
bad applied to their farms individually. So far 
us observant people can judge the weather of 
the last six months bas not beea nearly so unfa- 
vorable to winter wheat as was the correspond- 
ing seuson two years ago, the increased acreage 
promises more for equivalent weatper condi- 
tions, and there is nothing in the way of a fair 
yieid of spring wheat this year. 


King & Co., of Toledo, say, in summing 
up their reports, an abstract of which was 
published yesterday; 

The reports {ndicate hardly an average crop 
of winter wheat with a favorable season hence- 
forth. There has been an important improve- 
ment in the eondition during the last fortnight, 
since the Agrieultural Bureau gathered their 
April returus. Most of the couoties which re- 
port the condition better thau last year are 
those Which had a poor crop then. The back- 
ward seasou accounts partiy for the apparent 
less favorable condidion compared witha year 
ago. The siigat increase in acreage sown will 
probably be absorbed by the amount plowed up. 
‘There appears to be an averuge amount remain- 
ing in produgers hands, and fully ag much us a 
year ago. 

The wet weather reduced the acreage in the 
United Kingdom, France, Holland, and Belgium 
to the extent of fully 50, 000, 000 bushels. Our 
crop promises to be fully that much short of 
last yeur, as spring- wheat acreage will probably 
show no material increase, The crops last year, 
however, were exceptionally favorable and 
stocks now at bome and abroad are unusually 
large, so that the shortage will not be felt much 
this crop year. The season is backward and the 
receipts of new wheat in July promise to be 
light. Receipts of old next tew weeks will be 
light, as farmers are busy and generally show 
no anxiety to sell, while reports for the next 
crop are untavoruble. 


Reports on the Condition of the Crops 
in Michigan, Ulinois, and Kansas.

agreeing to deliver at least 87,000, 000 of the

im the 5 per cent claim bonds of the Burling- 
ton at par, but the amount of preferred is 
not yet definitly known. While the nego- 
tiatiohs were in progress the Gould party 
and the St. Jo folks generally have been at- 
tempting a little bulldozing by threatening to 
build an independent line from Quincy to 
Chicago, parallel with the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quiney. No more will be neard of that 
sciewe; it did not have its desired effect, 
and the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy se- 
cures aroad which ougut to have oven part 
of its system years ago on its own terns. 
No papers have passed, but the understand- 
ing is definit, and there is no doubt but it 
will be carried through. 

THE NEWS IN NEW YORK—GOULD SAYS IT 18 

SETTLED. 

New York, April 18.— [Special. — The Di- 
reciors of the Hannibal & St. Joseph Kail- 
road Company met today, but they remained 
in session only a short time. They were told 
that the coutrol of the road had passed into 
the hands of the Chicago., Burlmgton & 
Quincy Railroad, and therefore, after the 
minutes of the previous meeting had been 
read, they adjourned finally. It had been 
expected by sume persuns that at this meet- 
ing the Directors would decide upon the 
building of the extension from Quincy to 
Chicago, about which there has been 
a great deal of talk lately. Ii was 
known that a responsible coutractor had 
otfered to build the new line at considerably 
less than $25,000 a mile, and bonds to 
that amount would be taken by equally re- 
sponsible subscribers. Several of the Di- 
rectors of the company were anxious that 
the new line should built under what 
they consider a favorable contract, and the 
announcement that the real control of the 
road had passed out of their hands resulted 
in the immediate dissolution of the meeting 
before any definit action could be taken. Jay 
Gould and a few friends have held con- 
trol of the company since last Septem- 
ber, when they bought almost the whole 
of the common stock from the brokers of 
John R. Duff, of Boston. Mr. Duff had suc- 
cessfully cornered“ the common stock 
nearly a year before, and had forced the 
price to 300, but in accomplishing this pur- 
pose he accumulated almost the whole of the 
stock. His bro .ers carried it for him a year, 
when the won it to Mr. Gould and his 
friends. The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad had made several offers for the 
control of the property, but nothing had been 
done. After Mr. Gould secured tne stock it 
entered into negotiations with hing which 
after many interruptions were ended todav. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Company 
takes the common stock at cost and interest, 
about 45,and the preferred stock at face 
vaine., It pays for its 5 per cent bonds, 
which are now selling just above par. Mr. 
Gouid and his friends hold about 90,000 
shares of the common stock, and it is under- 
stood to be a part of the present agreement 
that all holders of the preferred stock shail

Commissioner Fink has issued a call fora 
meeting of the General Passenger Agents, to 
be held at the oflice of the Commissioner in 
‘New York next Tuesday, for the purpose of 
considering questicus which were postponed 
from the meetings of Feb. 20, as well 
as other matters bearing upon the 
passenger trafic. A meeting of the General 
Mauagers represented in the Joint Execu- 
tive Commiitee will be held Wednesday, 
April 25, for the purpose of taking final ac- 
tion upon the recommendation of the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents in regard to differen- 
tial fares and other subjects which 
mar be reported to the Committee of 
General Managers by the Committee 
of General Passenger Agel. ts. Mr. 
Fink, in his call, says it is important that 
the General Passenger Agents of the Joint 
Executive Committee, as well as those 
operating with them, should be present. 

After the conclusion of the above-men- 
tioned meetings a meeting of the General 
Mauagers of the roads represented on the 
Joint Executive Committee will be held to 
— all questions relating to the freight 
traffic. 

These meetings will be the most important 
that have been held for along time, as wey 
will determine the future of me Eastern 
freight and passenger pools. As for the pas- 
seoger pool, it is not probable that it can be 
carried into effect, all efforts herewfore made 
having failed, and since then the conditions 
for carrying out an Eastern passenger pool 
have changed for the worse. A strong ef- 
fort will ho doubt be made to continue the 
ditferentiai-rate agreement, but this even 
will not be accomplished unless the agree 
ment is extended to all Western points. At 
present it applies only between seaboard 
points and Chicago, St. Louis, and Cincin- 
nati.

ALL interest in legislative proceedings at 
Springfield yesterday centered in the action 
of the House on the Bradwell-McNaily case.

fBOARD-OF-TRADE OBLIGATIONS. 

Recent court decisions have given more 
stability to Board-of-Trade transactions than 
they have ever before possessed. The effect 
will be to prevent litigation for the purpose 
of avoiding the obligation of contracts, and 
to enable the board to enforce its own au- 
thority. This condition of things is abso- 
lutely essential to the standing and influence 
of the board, and every one connected with 
the institution has reason to rejoice at the 
position taken by the courts. 


The decision reudered by the United States 


Supreme Court in the case of Rountree vs. 
Smith & Lightner has au importance beyond 
the immediate controversy between the par- 
ties to the suit.-Smith & Lightner were 
brokers and doing business tor Rountree, an 
outsider, in the usual practices of the board. 
Had Rountree made a profit he would have 
expected and received his money; having 
made a loss, he sought to evade payment by 
setting up that the Board-of-Trade transac- 
tions are gambling eontracts, as a rule, and 
that he was not liable under the law. The 
Illinois courts had already held that con- 
tract&éfor future delivery are valid under the 
law, and do not come under the class of op- 
tion” trades prohibited by the statute. This 
question was not directly before the United 
States Supreme Court in the Smith & Light- 
ner case, but the tendency of the decision is 
to support the usual Board-of-Trade con- 
tracts, The Supreme Court declares that 
where relief is asked under a contract 
alleged to be a gambling transaction it is not 
sufficient: to prove that gambling contracts 
are made on the Board of Trade, but that 
the specific contract in dispute was of that 
character. Aside from the transactions which 
are avowedly options—the “puts” and 
“ calls’’—every contract for the purchase or 
sale of property for future delivery made by 
responsible commission-men or brokers on 
the Board of Trade may be sustained, be- 
cause it may be shown that delivery can be 
enforced under the rules of the board, and 
is, in fact, contemplated in every trade that 
is made. A subsequent settlement of cer- 
tain differences between two or more firms 
doing business on the board does not affect 
auy individual transaction which such firms 
may have made for customers. A customer 
who has bought grain through a commission 
merchant is liable for it, and one who has 
sold may be required to deliver it in 
every case. So long, then, as the Supreme 
Court of the United States shall refuse to 
inquire into the manner of settlement 
adopted by the Board of Trade tirms for 
their own convenience in order to deter- 
mine the character of an individual transac- 
tion, it will be tantamount to an enforce- 
ment of the liability of customers for the 
purchases and sales they make through 
brokers. This decision will meet with the 
approval of the business sentiment of every 
community, for there is no disposition to in- 
dorse the “baby act” when it is set up by 
men who have gone into speculation for 
purposes of gain and seek to avoid responsi- 
bility when they lose. 

This decision of the United States Supreme 
Court would be of little avail to the Board of 
Trade if it were not backed up by the recent 
decision of the State Supreme Court sustain- 
mg the authority of the board to enforee the 
contracts made among its members and un- 
der its rules. While the former decision en- 
ables the members of the board to collect 
from their customers when they are good. 
the latter enables the board to enforce a set- 
tlement from members of the board under 
pain of expulsion. One rule is as necessary 
as the other in order to sustain the Board of 
Trade as an institution. It it were possible 
to break down either of them by au appeal to 
the courts, then there would be no 
guarantee whatever for the vyalidity 
of contracts made on the Board 
of Trade, and it would only be a question of 
time when the institution would be obliged 
to close its doors and go out of business.

The decision of the State Supreme Court in 
what is known as “the July deal” is a 
notice to members of the board that they 
must submit to the rules and diseipline which 
the board establishes. ‘The decision of the 
United States Supreme Court is a notice to 
outsiders that they cannot speculate on the 
board merely to collect their profits if they 
succeed, with the privilege of refusing pay- 
ments if they lose. If the Board of Trade 
is as valuable to the farmers of the North- 
west, to the millers throughout the country, 
and to the dealers in grain and produce 
every where as it is said to be, then these de- 
cisions are timely and useful, and it is to be 
hoped that they will have the effect to de- 
termine finally the jurisdiction of the board 
within its proper domain.

DEMOCRATIC COWARDICE AND IMBECIL- 
ITY. 

The policy of “dodging” may be suc- 
cessful in polilics for a while, but it has 
limitations beyond which it cannot be fol- 
lowed. The Democratic party since its 
overthrow in 1860 has hardly had a posi- 
tive or direct policy which it has dared 
to adopt. In 1864 it was nominally for 
the Union, but declared that a war to 
preserve the Union was a tallure. A large 
proportion of the party not directly engaged 
in the Rebellion favored a suspension of 
hostilities that a peace between the two 


countries“ might be negotiated. Since that. 


tine the Democratic party has been framing 
platforms professing one National policy and 
at the same time furiously advocating a dia- 
metrically opposed policy. After the War 
there were many things proposed to the Re- 
publican party, and these, as they were one 
after the other rejected by that party, were 
taken up by the Democratic party as expedl- 
ents, and served only to lead that party to 
defeat. We need only refer to the greenback 
delusion, and to the opposition to any return 
to specie payments. On both of these 
schemes the Democratic party professed one 
thing, intending if successful to adopt some- 
thing else. 

Finally, in 1876, that party adopted the 
theory of specie payments and a tariff for 
revenue, and could the country have had 
any abiding faitWin that party itis altogether 
probable that Mr. Tilden would have been 
elected. Again in 1880 it declared in favor 
of a tariff for revenue, and despite Gen. 
Gartield's well-known hostility to a tariff for 
protection only the party might have been 
successful had its candidate remained faith- 
ful to its platform and resisted the chronic 
disposition to appear to be on both sides of 
every question. 


In the whole realm of party politics there | 


is but one question now left on which the 
Democratic party has a historical record to 
which it can look back with pride. That 
record relates to the National revenue, and 
especially to taxation on imports, From the 
earliest days it never lost sight of the consti- 
tutional theory that no taxes should be levied 
save for the purposes of revenue, and that no 
more revenue should be collected than was 
needed for the legitimate expenses of the 
Government. At no time in the history of 
the Government has there been a greater 
necessity for the enforcement of these con- 
stitutional doctrines thau now. Such aspecta- 
cle as a free Government, with an overflowing 
Treasury, with a vast annual surplusrevenue, 
deliberately increasing and levying new taxes 
in time of profound peace is not exhibited 
by any other nation now existing. With a 
country abundantly supplied with cheap 
food, inexhaustible supplies of fuel, with 
immense deposits of ore for all metals, rich 
beyond comparison in all the raw materials 
for manufactures, and capable of being the 
workshop for the world, the United States 
has by inexorable statutes limited the field 
of American manufactures to its own area 
and surrendered the markets of the world to 
foreign competitors even in the manufacture 
of its own cotton. To prevent any increase 
in American manufactures and any expan- 
sion of the trade and commerce of this coun- 
try our Government prohibits the exporta- 
tion of American-made goods by the most 
rigorous system of taxation known among 
civilized nations. The exportation of Ameri- 
can iron, steel, cotton, or other American 
productions is prohibited; we are even pro- 
hibited from exporting cotton cloth in ex- 
change for sugar or coffee, and have to send 
gold to London to pay for the British cotton 
cloth given in exchange for Cuban and South 
American coffee and sugar. Such a systein 
of taxation is revolting to all men 
of intelligence and industry, and yet 
it is the distinguishing feature of the 
commercial and revenue system of the 
United States. It is opposed to the financial 
experience of all other nations, and is only 
maintained here by the organized and con- 
tinued schemes of robbery, plunder, and con- 
fiscation managed and operated by a few at 
the cost and to the oppression of the many. 
Against this system of taxation the whole 
history of the Democratic party protests; 
against it the whole teachings of the Ameri- 
can people have been opposed; and against 
it the Constitution and principles of the 
country are recorded;,and the Democratic 
party, which is without any principle or 
platform, which is seeking for something 
that might be used to rally the country in 
favor of a change, shrinks at the very mo- 


ment when it might appeal to the country 


from embracing the only policy which the 
political situation suggests. 

Under the corrupting and debasing system 
of bounties and subsidies offered by the pro- 
tective tariff whatever courage, or manli- 
ness, or sense of public honesty may once 
have existed in the Democratic party has de- 
parted. It has not a public man who dare 
avow that taxation for revenue alone can be 
honestly or legally levied. It has not a 
statesman who has the courage to demand a 
repudiation of special legislation and special 
taxation for the personal gain of privileged 
classes. The infection of pauperism has so 
extended to the Democratic party that not 
one of the scores of Presidential candidates 
who are seeking its favorsdare avow that the 
present tariff is a robbery that must be over- 
come and not left to consume the substance 
of the people. Even Bayard, and Trumbull, 
and Thurman, and McDonald, Pendleton, 
Brown, Vest. and the greater and lesser 
lights of the party have no higher motive in 
& tariff struggle than to sell out and bargain 
for a share in the plunder, No bribe in the 
form of an extra tax or duty is too small to 
induce these men to accept. There is no 
Democratic statesman who is not hungry for 
a taste of this scandalous jobbery; for a mis- 
erable dividend these Democratic chieftains 
become partners in the robbery. 

It is true that no man can once seek alms 
without being predisposed to look for alnis 
forever after; so a man who has once ac- 
cepted a bribe is forever after prepared to 
expect as well as accept a bribe. The Demo- 
crats in Congress are all boasting of and 
pointing out concessions given to them in the 
tariff bill. 

In short, the Democratic party has sunk 
into an incurable imbecility. It has lost all 
memory of what was wise and honorable in 
iis history; and in its weakness has become 
a dependent on the corrupting agency of pro- 
tection. At its latest gathering to celebrate 
the name of Jefferson, its oraters spoke in 
minor tones and did not dure to say that the 
Democratic party was in favor of reducing 
the tariff to a mere tax for collecting needful 
revenue; indeed, they did not dare to say the 
party was in fayor of anything. The only 
frank speech on the occasion was the fitting

ATTACKING THE PRESS. 

The address of the Rev. Joseph Cook, “ of 
all denominations,” before the Congrega- 
tional Club the other night contained many 
good things. But without the least desire to 
resent just criticism we confess we are at a 
loss to understand the motive or the appro- 
priateness of his onslaught on the press. 

The reverend speaker’s subſect was Mu- 
nicipalMisgovernment,” an evil the ominous- 
ness and immensity of which he did not ex- 
aggerate. He was speaking in Chicago, 
which,as we have all sorrowfully had to cun- 
fess to the world, is ruled by bummers, Cer- 
tainly he could not have been unaware that 
the English newspapers of this city stood 
during the recent contest here between the 
forces of law and those of crime as a.unit 
for reform. He aceuses the editor of treat- 
ing his newspaper simply as a financial 
venture. The recent result in Chicago 
proved that the cause to which the news- 
papers had committed themselyes with an 
unusually unanimous zeal was not the 
popular side. They were for law and order, 
and so were With the minority. ‘The press 
that Mr. Cook attacks with such bitterness 
has done its best to secure the success of the 
very reforms he urges, and will continue to 
advocate them, in season and out of season, 
until it has created the majority that is 
needed for them. In view of all this, Mr. 
Cook’s attitude toward the press appears to 
be one of a rather gratuitous opposition, 

The press of Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, of all the cities, great and 
small, of this country, is enlisted distinctly 
and positively on the side of public virtue 
and reform. Civil-service reform has made 
its progress only by the support of the press. 
It was this force that overthrew Tweed, In 
this State it proposed and is urging the re- 
form of the criminal law and a high license 
for liquor-dealers, the two most important 
measures for ameliorating the condition of 
the people and their politics. In New York 
State it is pressing the vigorous enforcement 
of the excise laws, in Massachusetts the re- 
form of its charitable institutions. All over 
the country the publicity—itself the real 
potency of the press—and the preaching of 
the newspapers will be fouud to be working 
towards regeneration. From its denuncia- 
tion of the extravagance and follies of the 
dude to those of the overpowering despotism 
of the railroad corporations the range of 
newspaper effort is conscientiously exerted 
tor better manhood and more liberty. 

The idea that organs of Law and Or- 
der Leagues could brimg such a pressure of 
competition to bear on the “wicked news- 
papers“ as to compel them to reform is ex- 
ceedingly foolish. In the first place, the 
daily papers are today the real organs of the 
Law and Order Leagues, as is proved by the 
position of the press in Boston, New Y ork, 
and Chicago at this moment. ‘They are, in 
addition, newspapers, bringing iustantaneous 
information at great cost from all quarters 
on all living topics. ‘There could not possi- 
bly be competition—even the feeblest—be- 
tween the mouthpieces of special socie- 
ties, however beautifully edited, and the 
great dailies. It would be like a competi- 
tion between a wax candle and the electric 
light. 

The hopelesness and tmbectlity of Mr. 
Cook’s suggestions, when he passes from 
criticism, which is always easy, to propose 
positive action, is the best evidence of the 
shallowness of his views about the press. 
The newspaper of today has its crndities and 
its imperfections, as have even the platform 
and the pulpit. Butit can claim, indispu- 
tably, to be better than an average represent- 
ative of the morality and intelligence of its 
clientéle. It keeps steadily in advance. The 
free press of America is today the greatest 
educational force at work on the popular 
mind and morals, and it deserves something 
better than reckless abuse from the clergy- 
men to whom every Monday morning it gives 
congregations a hundred times larger than 
those which meet in their churches.

DYNAMITE. 

How ts civilized society to protect itself 
against dynamite? Ignorance is a slow 
poison which gradually saps the foundations 
of the civil structure so that society disin- 
tegrates and crumbles away into its original 
elements. But against ignorance society has 
at hand many antidotes. It flatters and 
cajoles ignorance. It offers the ballot as the 
synonym of equality in political rights. It 
is profuse in dispensing charity to the help- 
less poor. It opens the church as a place of 
common resort, and the preacher. inculeates 
the doctrines of the Sermon on the Mount. 
W hein all these fail it invokes the terrors of 
tne law; itimprisons the offender, or cuts 
off his head. Behind all is the sovereign 
antidote, education, if the State has the wis- 
dom am the power to administer it. 

But dynamite is a product of high scientific 
culture. The chemist has drawn from the 
vast storehouse of nature a force which, 
with the quickness of thought, displaces 
thousands of tons of matter as easily as the 
child tosses a ball in the air. ‘This force 
would upheave the pyramids, as it reduces 
to a shapeless mass of ruins, in an instant of 
time, the most substantial architectural 
structures reared by man in modern times. 
It is useless to deny that civilized society 
stands aghast in view of the perspective of 
disasters rendered possible, nay probable, 
by the discovery of this new and terrible ex- 
plosive. 

All England is paralyzed with fear, In 
every Capital of Europe there is a feéling of 
apprehension of the dynamite fiend; and 
from St. Petersburg comes tnis cablegram: 
The coronation of the Czar will probably 
be postponed, The police believe that unless 
liberal reforms are granted the Nihilists 
have determined to prevent the’ ceremony.” 
This means that the police believe there is 
not power enough in the despotic Govern- 
ment of Russia to avert a threatened dyna- 
mite calamity of the most terrible import. 
Who will discover an antidote to this de 
structive force, this thunderbolt which 
science has placed in the hands of the ene- 
mies of society, and which may be hurled 
by the vicious and the cruei—here today and 
there tomorrow—with crushing effect? 

Hitherto the discoveries of science have 
failed to disturb the equilibrium of civil so- 
elety. The power of steam applied to the 
railway enabled the thief and the murderer 
to lee from the scene of their crimes at the 
rate of forty or difty miles an hour. But on 
the heels of the railway came the telegraph, 
and through its aid the law places its officers 
atthe door of the railway coach ready to 
handeufl, and march the escaping 
criminal off to jail. Diseoveries in military 
art keep pace with each other in the matter 
of offense and defense. The inereased force 
of the projectile is. met by thicker plates of 
iron and steel on the sides of. the vessel and 
by the stronger walls of the fert. 

Society will stop the manufacture of 
dynamite? Vain delusion! To accomplish 
that would require the all-seeing eye er Di- 
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vine Providence. ‘The United States — 
ernment is b to entirely stop the 
illicit distillation of whisky. All the Goy- 
ernments of the world may enact reams of 
statutes and employ all their constabulary to 
watch; still, in some corner of the earth 
dynamite will be manufactured and thence 
find its way into the hands of the Commu- 
nists and Nihilists of the time. 

Dynamite in the hands ot vicious, ignorant 
men is the most deadly enemy that civilized 


society has ever encountered. In view of | 


the great peril Governments may attach the 
most terrible penalty to the crime of posses- 
sion even of dynamite without in the least 
mitigating the evil. Severe penalties do not 
cure evils of this character. The Nihilists, 
the Communists, and the Irish revolutionists 
are not to be deterred by the fear of death. 
They have determined to overthrow the Gov- 
ernments they regard as oppressive, or bring 
them to terms, and they care little if all civil 
society is for the time overwhelmed in the 
general wreck. But Nihilism, Communism, 
and Irish revolutionism are only incidents of 
this particular time. They alone are making 
destructive use of dynamite at this particular 
epoch. But dynamite as_an evil force has 
been given to the world now and forever. 
And for a force of its tremendous power it 
may be said that science cannot possibly fur- 
nish an antidote. 

Dynamite has been given to the world for 
good, and Governments or mankind must see 
that it is not used for evil. How to do this is 
the question of questions. And there would 
seem to be but one ahswer to the question— 
bring about a reign of contentment. The 
dynamite fiend is an enemy of mankind. He 
deserves the severest treatment that mankind 
can give him. But to kill him multiplies 
him. It follows that if Russia cannot kill 
the Nihilists she must remove the causes of 
their discontent. If England cannot kill the 
Irish revolutionists she must pacify them. 


The destructive use of dynamite is the 


result of ignorance.. The way to eliminate 
the dynamite fiend from civil society is to 
eliminate the reasons for its use. The edu- 
cated people will always find a better 
method of resisting oppression than by the 
use of dynamite. 

The remedy for the evils of dynamite as a 
political agent is the recognition of the laws 
of humanity and the establishment of polit- 
ical and social justice by so-called civil gov- 
ernments. It is a libel on humanity to speak 
of a civil government in Russia or in Ire- 
land; and yet the establishment of civil gov- 
ernments in the sense of governments for 
free people, with free institutions, maintain- 
ing treedom of thought and of speech, and 
with laws framed for the happiness and pro- 
tection of free people, would disarm Nihil- 
ism, would suppress all conspiracies, and 
render the use of dynamite against persons 
criminal even among criminals. Having ex- 
hausted force as a preventive, itis time that 
the rulers of mankind should feel the ad- 
visabillty of resorting to justice and liberty.

THE OHIO SYSTEM or STREET REPAIRS. 

In addition to the Scott Tax bill, assessing 
$200 on the premises where liquor is sold, the 
Ohio Legislature has passed what is known 
as the Russell bill, fixing license fees or a 
large vatiety of occupations for the bénefit 
of local revenue. . Special taxes varying in 
amounts are assessed for licenses on dance- 
houses and ball-rooms, scavengers, intelli- 
gence-offices, pawnbrokers, billiard and pool 
tables, bowling-alleys, peddlers, circuses, 
theatres, and all sorts of shows, hotels, board- 
ing-houses, restaurants, and lodging-houses, 
shooting-galleries, venders of gunpowder, 
livery and sale stab!es, dancing and riding 
schools, building permits, sewerage connec- 
tions, hacks and vehicles, race-courses, dogs, 
street-musicians, bill-posters, junk-dealers, 
astrologers and fortune-teilers, and auction- 
eers. The most important item in this new 
tax-system is that which requires the licens- 
ing of hacks and vehicles. It provides as fol- 
iows: 

The owners of all vehicles used upon the 
streets of the city sball pay annual license-fees 
as follows: For each buggy or sulky, $8: each 
cab or back, $5; each one-horse private car 
riage, $3; each two-horse private carriage, $5; 
each hotel coach or carriage, $10; each one- 
horse cart, $3; each one-horse dray or truck, 
$5; each furniture car, $10; each baggage wag- 
on, Slo: each two-horse omuibus, 810; each 
four-borse omnibua, $15; each six-borse omni- 
bus, $25; each two- horse wagon used for haul- 
ing boilers, engines, safes, stone, brick, lumber, 
logs, or merchandise, $15; each four- horse wag- 
ou used as above, $25; each wagon not before 
mentioned drawn by one horse, $3; draw by 
two horses, $10; drawn by three horses, $15; 
drawn dy four horses, $20; drawn by six horses, 
$25. 


The law provides that all moneys received 
from licenses for vehicles of all descriptions 
shall be placed to the credit of the street- 
repairing fund. The justice of a special tax 
on all vehjeles and the application of the 
revenue derived therefrom to keeping the 
streets in repair will be readily recognized 
in this city, where the streets are paved and 
repaved at the cost of abutting property and 
used up and worn out by the general travel. 
People who neither own nor use vehicles of 
any kind are constantly paying out money 
as owners of real estate to provide street- 
pavements, and in many cases those owning 
and using vehicles for personal comfort and 
business purposes contribute nothing to 
the cost of paving the streets or maintaining 
them. The absence of any fund or system 
for repairing street pavements in/this city is 
largely responsible for their rapid decay and 
the enormous tax upon property for their 
renewal. If all the vehicles in use in this 
city were made to contribute fok the privi- 
lege of using the streets an annual sum reg- 
ulated as nearly as possible by the wear and 
tear they impose upon the pavements tne 
resulting fund for the repair and maintenance 
of the streets would, if judiciously expended, 
insure twice as long a life to the average 
pavement, and would hasten the improve- 
ment of streetsin all parts of the city. It 
would be a blessing to Chicago to provide 
the authority conferred by the section we 
have quoted from the Qhio law.

America —gives an interesting description of

But the Norristown 
Heraid points out one danger which might re- 
sult from pursuing this course. It says: “The 
gentlemen wbo were so fortunate ag to be mem- 
bers of the committee enjoyed the privilege of 
selecting the next Chief Magistrate of their 
State. If they did not make their position pay 
something, in the way of promises at least, they 
are a hundred miles behind the average Georgia 
politician in the resources of civilization.” On 
the whole, it is doubtful if the Georgia method 
comes into general use. 


Accorptne to English trade papers the 
importation of American manufactures into 
Australia, though small as yet, is rapidly increas- 
ing. The Australians prefer certain kinds of 
American goods to English goods, because they 
are of better quality, more neatly finished, are 
made without any superfluous material, are 
packed better for shipping, and are made witb 
especial reference to the market for which they 
are intended. English manufacturers are more 
conservative and cling to the old ways and 
traditiond, even when their customers demand 
something new. Shovels, axes, picks, and all 
kinds of edge tools purchased in this country 
are said to excel the same classes of English 
goods. 


MopERN invention is a great thing, but it 
sometimes fails. That novel steamer, the Me- 
teor, about which the New York papers bave 
printed a column or 60 every few days during 
the last six months, is a case in point. This 
craft is like nothing in the heavens above, or 
the earth beneath, or the waters under the earth.

CURLEY’S SENTENCE, 
fk WILL BE HANGED THE ISTH OF MAY. 


‘Duss, April 18.—On the resumption of 


the trial of Daniel Curley, this morning, 
Adams began the argument for the defense. 
lle decided that the evidence given by 
Kavanagh did not show that Curley was in 
Phenix Park on May 6. His presence there, 
said Adams, was indicated by James Carey, 
who said Curley was in command, but Carey 
so swore to save his own neck. lle was 
doubtless in command himself of the assasins. 
Attorney-General Porter on behalf of the 
Crown, declared the evidence in support of 
an alibi svorthless; and conflicting. Though 
Peter Hanlon professed to have been in 
Curley's company for four hours covering 
the time the assasination tuok place, and 
claimed that during that time he met various 
persons, the defense produced but one of 
those persons. One witness swore that Cur- 
jey was In a saloon the same time Hanlon 
testified that Curley was in another place. 
The Jadge then delivered his charge to 
the jury. He spoke strongly against the re- 
liability of theevidence to prove an alibi. 
He poluted out that there could not be the 
slightest doubt that the murders were per- 
petrated at the instigation of the secret so- 


disputably eontrected. 

The charge was completed at half-past 2. 

The jury retired immediately, and, after a 
short absence, re@ntered the court-room, 
finding Curley guilty as charged in the in- 
dletment. 

The prisoner was asked if he had anything 
to say why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced. He said he had not expected any 
wercy from the court. It was very unfort- 
unate that the Irish bench was never with- 
out a Norbury or a Keogh. He was a mem- 
ber of the lavincibies, but was not in Phenix 
Park on the evening the murders were coin- 
mitted. He loved his country and could 
suffer for her. ‘The witnesses for the Crown 
had perjured themselves. Curley also said 
he was a Fenlan. 

After the prisoner had finished he was 
sentenced to be hanged the 18th of May.

A CAVE. IN. 


Four or Five Houses Tumble Into the 
Earth at Ashiand, Pa.—All the Con- 
tents Lost. 

PorrsvilLLx, Pa., April 18,—{Special.}— 
One of the most serious caving-in accidents 
occurring in this region for years took place 
today at Ashland, twelve miles from this 
city. Ashland is completely surrounded 
by coal mines, and the whole valley 
for mauy miles around is uadermined by the 
close workings of the breasts to the surface. 
Tunnel colliery, situated on the suburbs 
of Ashland, owrped and operated by 
the Philadelphia & Keading Coal & 
Iron Company, was the scene of the 
cave-in which occurred about noon. Almost 
directly oversbe works of this colliery stood 
a block of twelve houses, the homes of 
miners and their families, which are owned by 
the Coal & Iron Company. The blasting of rock 
and the firing of shots in the mine could be 
plainly heard by these people, who never 
felt that they were ‘in any imme- 
diate danger. Several weeks ago a 
cave-in occurred and swallowed up two 
of the dwellings, but, owing to a timely 
warning given by the coal company, the 
lives of the inmates were saved. Their 
household effects, however, for the most 
part went down into the earth. The 
rest of the inhabitants in the block 
were also notified of the danger, but, not- 
withstanding the notice, they remained in 


the houses today. At an early hour this 


morning notice was again served on them 
to leave, that they were in immi- 
nent danger of going down. This had 
the effect of awakening them, and they be- 


gan to pack up, but before this was accom- 


plished the cave-in took place and toppled 
over four or five of the dwellings, A scene of 
confusion ensued, and by vigorous efforts 
the occupants were removed in safety from 
the buildings, which lay on their sides and

The hearing of the case of John Weber vs. 
Abner Taylor was resumed before Judge 
Rogers yesterday morning, aud the defense 
introduced a number of new witnesses who 
did not testify on the first trial. The first 
of these was an old gentleman named John 
Howes, who testified that he had had several 
talks with Weber, and the latter had ex- 
pressed the opinion that if his wife would go 
in with him they could make some money 
out of Col. Taylor. Witness told him he did 
not think it possible. Weber said he would 
love his wife dearly if she would only pay 
her own board. 

On the cross-examination witness said 
Weber had told him that Taylor was a mean 
man, and had made trouble between him and 
Weber had referred to Taylor in 
bis hearing as “that blankety-blank old Ab 
Taylor.“ Nothing had ever been said about 
adultery, but money seemed to be his object. 

WILLIAM GOODENOUGAH. 


‘William Goodenough, who boarded with 
Weber and bis wife on West Monrve street, 
testified that Weber had told him that he in- 


tended to leave his wife, as sue would not 


ve him any of her money to he.p him out 
business transactions. 
FRED L. FAKE. 

The next witness was Fred L. Fake, a real- 
estate man, who testified that Mrs. Weber 
had often called at his office on _ real- 
estate business. He knew Weber's hand- 
writing, as had seen it less 
than six months ago. This testimony was 
introduced to allow Mr. Swett to putin evi- 
denceacard and a letter written by Mr. 
Weber. To this Mr. King objected, and Mr. 
Swett argued that they were admissible, as 
the writing on them tended to prove that 
Weber knew his wife to be uncnaste, and 
this would be an alleviation of dainages if 
the jury believed Taylor went wiih the 
woman. John Lyle King, Mr. Swett’s asso- 
ciate counsel,’ said that these documents 
would also tend to show a connivance be- 
tween the husband and wife to injure Col. 
Taylor. The matter was deferred for argu- 
ment. 

CHARLES H. NIX. 

Charles H. Nix, another real-estate man, 
testified that Mrs. Weber had called at his 
office to talk business, and D. J. Lyon testi- 
fied he had been a frequenter of Col. 
Tayior’s offices aud had never seen Mrs. 
Weber there. 

The detective, Smith, was recalled, and 
testified that Weber had told bim his wife 
had $14,000 in bank. He had called her a 
prostituie, saying that she was running after 

high-toned men.“ Weber also declared to 
witness that she had been the mistress of 
StevhenkgA. Douglas, and that she had been 
intimate with many prominent men in Wash- 
ington. In 180 Weber had given him the 
card referred to, in his office in the Major 
Block. 


On the cross-examination witness swore that 
Weber told him his wife was going with other 
men, and with Abner Tay tor in particular. 
If his wife had helped him he would be 
worth $60,000. Weber had never authorized 
witness to offer money to any one to swear 
falsely in the suit. He had worked for 
Weber thirty-five days, and had followed 
Mrs. Weber to several places, among others 
No. 41 Peck court. He had been given 
about $22 for his services. His instructions 
were to follow Mrs. Weber about aud watch 
Taylor’s office. During this time he had 
submitted daily reports to Weber. Mrs. 
Tollackson never told bim she had seen Mrs. 
Weber enter and leave Taylor's office at un- 
seemly hours. 

THE DETECTIVE’S REPORTS. 


Mr. King, for the prosecution, produced 
the daily reports submitted to Weber by wit- 
ness (seven in number) and asked him to 
identity them.

A Row Between Rival Billiard-Tablie 
Manufacturerers. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit 
Court by Charies and Ben Brunswick, co- 
partners as Brunswick & Co., against the J. 
M. Brunswick & Balke Company, J. M. 
Brunswick, Julius Balke, Moses Bensinger, 
A. F. Troescher, Leo Schmidt, and James 
Van Allen to restrain the latter from inter- 
fering with or destroying complainants’ busi- 
ness. Complainants say that since 1877 they 
have been engaged in the business of manu- 
facturing and selling pool and biliiard tables. 
and have built up a profitable and extensive 
business—their factory being at No. 288 
Randolph street, Chicago. The J. M. 
Brunswick & Balke Company is a 
rival corporation here, and for many years 
past has endeavored to arrogate to itself 
a monopoly of the business of manufact r- 
ing bililard-tables, and has adopted the poli- 
cy of buying out or freezing out all compet- 
tors. It. has, it is alleged. tried to buy out 
complainants or induce them to go into 
partnership with it, and, this being refused, 
its officers have been trying to steal away 
complainant's customers by setting rsons 
to find out their customers or the address of 
the. parties to whom their goods were 
shipped. Inducements would then be held 
out to such customers to break their con- 
tracts with complainants, and indemnifying 
bonds given them. ‘lhe defendants have 
also, it is alleged, represented to different 
parties that complainants are swindlers, do- 
ing business under another name than their 
own, and that their goods were worthiess, 
and have seriousiy injured their business. 
Besides this, a spy named Van Allen 
of the defendants is stationed at complain- 
ants’ factory to note the name and address 
of every case of goods sent from the place. 
As Van Allen does not stand on complain- 
ants’ premises they cannot compel him to 
leave, but are helpiess. They claim the de- 
fendants are causing them irreparable injury 
by this means, and ask that the latter may be 
compelled to remove Van Allen from his po- 
sition as spy, and may be enjoined from in- 
terfering with their business Or molesting 
their customers by underhanded means. 


Ex-Alderman Hirsch’s Repy to His 
Partner’s Charges. 

About ten days ago William Herriman filed 
a bill against his partner, Clemens Hirsch, 
asking for a dissolution of the firm of Herri- 
man & Hirsch, dealers in boots and shovs, 
leather, findings, etc., at Nos. 75 and 77 Mar- 
ket street. Herriman made various charges 
of reckloss dealing, etc., against his partner, 
and yesterday the latter filed an answer 
waking a flat denial. He says that he com 
tribuied about 820,000 to the business inggead 
of 82,500, and that Herriman only put in 
$6,000, Hirsch in conside: ation of the excess 
ot capital contributed by him was only to de- 
vote a small part of his time to the business. 
In February last the tirm’s place of business 
was changed from Canon City, Colo., to Chi- 
cago, and business carried on regularly un- 
til April last, when, as is charged, Herri- 
man entered into a conspiracy with Charles 
Osner to defraud Hirsch while he was sick 
at home. In pursuance of this scheme they 
employed a large force of men and teas, 
and within, two hours and during a fierce 
snow-storm, removed all the goods and mer- 
chaudise from the factory over to Osner's 

lace of business, where they now are. 

lirseh claims the firm is eutirely solvent, its 
assets beine worth $49,000, while its debts 
are only $25,000, and he denies that there is 
any judgment against him in favor of U. C. 
Tillingnast, or that he ever proposed to make 
au assignment or force his creditors to settle 
at W cents ou the doliar, but isgwilling to 
have the partnership dissolved, as“it is evi- 
dent the business cannot be carried on am- 
icably.

The chief wit- 
ness yesterday morning was Dr. Belfield, 
whose evidence was strongly in favor of the 
defense. After all the testimony was in the 
defendant’s counsel asked to have the suit 
dismissed on the ground that the complain- 
ant had failed to make out a case. The 
Judge held that the acts of cruelty charged 
did not amount to such an act of cruelty as 
justified a divofce, but gave the complainant 
leave to dismiss her bill without prejudice, 
which was done, 


The War Between the Rival Telegraph 
Companies. 

Judge Drummond was occupied nearly all 
day yesterday in hearing arguments in the 
case of the Board of Trade Telegraph Com- 
pany against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, on the rule against the defendants 
to show cause why they should not be at- 
tached for contempt in disobeying an injunc- 
tion of Judge Jameson issued several months 
ago when the bill was filed, and which 
prevented the defendayts from interfering 
with complainant's wires or poles at East 
St. Louis. Nothing was accomplished yes- 
terday further than to give the defendants 
until the 28th inst. to file affidavits in opposi- 
tion to the rule and to set the matter for hear- 
ing for May 16. 


A Resting-Piace Reached in the Doo- 
Hittte- Forsythe Trial. 

The long-drawn-out trial of the Doolittle- 
Forsythe case reached a mile-post in its 
progress yesterday before Judge Bludgett— 
the evidence for the plaintiffs was concluded. 
The witnesses yesterday were Robert Her- 
vey, Judge E. S. Williams, W. C. Grant, I. 
S. Monroe, and James Goggin, all lawyers, 
called to prove the value of the services ren- 
dered by the plaintiffs. Their estimates va- 
ried from $40,000 to $56,000, but the average 
was over $50,000.

The Criminal Courts, 

The arguments in the case of Andrew 
Rider and John Sheridan for hog-stealing 
were concluded yesterday in Judge Bar- 
num's court. Mr. O’Brien spoke in behalf 
of the defense at the morning session, occu- 
pying about two hours. Col. Munn, for the 
prosecution, took about the same length of 
time in the afternoon, and at haif-past 
4 the case was given to the jury. 
The jury agreed on a verdict at half-past 9. 
and Judge Barnum was sent for. Rider’s 
wife and two children and Sheridan’s mother 
were in the court-room, and Messrs. O’ Brien 
and Anthony, of counsel for the accused. 
The jury found the defendants guilty of 
siealing property of the value of $412.50, and 
fixed Rider’s punishment at three years in 
the penitentiary and Sheridan’s at five years 
in the same institution. On the rendering of 
the verdict the women and children began to 
ery bitterly, and it was some time before any- 
thing could be heard but the sobbing. ‘The 
counsel asked that the jury be polled, and all 
answered that the verdict rendered “ was 
and is now their verdict.” Mr. O’Brien, on 
behalf of Rider, and Mr. Anthony for Sheri- 
dan, moved for a new trial. One of the jury- 
men stated that all were agreed as to the 
guilt of the accused, but they could not agree 
on the value of the hogs or the length of im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary. Itcould not 
be ascertained why Sheridan was dealt with 
more severely than Rider. They evidenty 


thought Rider only sold the hogs stolen by 


Sheridan and Harty, and therefore less guilty 
than those that stule them. 

In Juage Jameson’s court yesterday John 
J. Kelly, William Kane, and Peter Burge were 
tound guilty of the burgiary of Haskell 
Brothers’ trunk-store and sentenced to five 
years each in the penitentiary. Harry Hayes, 
who assisted in the removal of the goods, 
was convicted of receiving stolen property, 
and sentenced to three months in the House 
of Correction. 

The grand jury returned five indictments. 

Jacob Schotts was found guilty of burglary 
and sentenced to one year in the penitentiary. 

Edward White was tried fur burglary and 
acquitted. 

Philip Menard. charged with receiving 
stolen property, was on trial before a jury 
when the court adjourned. 

The trial of Jere Dunn for the murder of 
Elliott is set for tomorrow before Judge 
Jameson, but itis not believed the case will 
be called before Monday. Caunsel 
op both sides claim to be ready 
to proceed, and Fred Plaisted, an 
important witness in the case, has been 
telegraphed for, and is expected in a day or 
two. Dunn denies the rumor that he had 
employed Benjamin: Jones, of Hartford.

MARINE NEWS. 


Lumbermen Making Charters at Rates 
About the Same as Last 
Year. 


Grain Shippers Making Contracts with 
Third and Fourth Class 
Bottoms. 


By So Doing They Expect to Bring Owners to 
Terms—The Smoke-Consumer Fiend ..... 
Among the Tugmen. 


Establishing a Rate ‘on Lumber- 


Freig hts. 

After holaing off to see what would be the re- 
sult of the war between the sbippers and car- 
riers on grain-freights, the igmbermen have 
come to the conclusion that they will wait no 
longer, but wili make whatever charters they 
can, irrespegtive of the condition of grain- 
freights. There has been considerapvie anxiety 
among carriers regarding tbe establishing of a 
rate on lumber, as until yesterday no fixed rate 
had been settled upon, the understanding hav- 


ing been between owners of vessels already en- 


gauged and the shippers that they were to re- 
ceive either the rate of last season or the open- 
ing rate of this as soon as it was made. 
Yesterday that rate was fixed between Mapnis- 
tee and Chicago at $1.87% per 1,000 feet, and the 
schooners Minnie Mueller, Live Oak, and Louie 
E. Burton chartered. This rate is considered 
by the agents to be a very good aver- 
age rate, and is the same at which the 
tirst charter of last year was made. The rates 
from other east-shore points have not yet been 
determined, but to correspond with the rate to 
Manistee they will probably be about at follows: 


Grand Haven to Chicago.. 
White Luke to Chicago 
Pentwater to Chicago.... .........- as Sédes 
Muskegon to Chicago 
Manistee to Chicago 
Fraukfort to Cbicago 

In conversation with a prominent lumber- 
dealer yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter was in- 
formed that the reason there had been so few 
charters made this season was that the down- 
ward tendency in prices in the market had 
created an indisposition on the pert of the man- 
ufacturers to unload their lumber on the 
market at the present scale of prices. Then the 
yarde of this city bad all been weil stocked with 
most grades, and there was cunsequentiy but 
little demand. There was, on the rst of 
the present month, an excess of 132,000,000 feet 
over the supply oi the corresponding month of 
the preceding year; but chere were also over 
20.000. 000 feet of lumber brought to the market 
during the month of April, 1882, while the ship- 
ment this month would be practically nothing 
compared with the above filgures—or not to ex- 
ceed 20.000. 0 feet. He also stated that the lum- 
ber manufacturers of Ludington, Manistee, 
Muskegon, Grand Haven, and other points bad 
formed a combination and agreed not to start 
their milla before May 15, and to only run ten 
hours per day. instead of running all day and 
all night as they have done in the past. This 
would reduce the product this year toa large 
extent, and make the seasun a short but active 
one. 


Grain Freichts Remain Firm. 

There was an unusually large number of in- 
quiries for grain carriers yesterduy, which re- 
sulted in several charters being made, although 
none of them were to Buffalo. The shippers 
seem to have grown tired of trying to coerce 
the carriers into lowering the rate on Buffalo 
freigbts, and are now taking another tack, 
thinking, perbaps, that after a few days 
the vesselmen will be ready to accept their or- 
fers, and thus eventually gain their point. How- 
ever, owners of Al and A 2 vessels do not ex- 
hibit the slightest intention of weakening, and 
it is only third and fourth rate vessels that are 
being obtained at under rates. This class of 
carriers is generally the very last to be char- 
tered at the commencement of the season, 
but the policy manifested by the speculators 
bas induced them to charter some of these ves- 
sels, th. uking that by so doing they will be en- 
abied to break the rates. The shippers are 
gradually weakening. bowever, it is thought, 
and it is not at all improbable that in less than a 
week's time every available grain carrier in the 
market will bave been chartered. 

A prominent shipper, mentioned in yesterday 

morning’s TRIBUNE as having offered 3% cents 
per busbel on 100,000 bushels of corn to Buffalo, 
yesterday raised to z cents on the same 
amount, but could not nud any one who was 
willing to accept his proffered rate. 
* The charters yesterday were as follows: The 
schooner Bay State tor 18,000 bushels of corn 
and the schooner City of Chicago for 22,000 
bushels of corn to Sarnia, at zu cents per 
bushel; the schooner Toomas H. Howland tor 
21,500 busbels of corn to Oswego at 64% cents per 
bushel; and tne schuoner Newsboy for 33,000 
— of oats to Midland at 2% cents per 

ushel. ä 


Alleged Smoke-Consumers. 

Ever since the warm weather set in there 
has been a number of patent smoke-con- 
sumer agents around the market in- 
terviewing tug owners and Captains. 
These agents are of the talk-a-man-to-death 
persuasion, and seem to possess all of the pe- 
culiar qualities generally attributed to light- 
ning-rod and sewing-machine hucksters, par- 
ticularly that known as freshuess.“ They 
have a sledge- hammer manner of approaching 
aman, and are getting themselves very much 
disliked around the docks. One of them called 
on a prominem tug-owner yesterday, 
who, after listening patiently, submitted a 
proposition to the effect that he would allow 
him to attach his smoke-burner to the boiler of 
his tug, and if it proved a success be would pay 
him $1,000. On the other band, the agent was to 
deposit $5,000 as a guarantee for any damages 
and the loss of time providing the attachment 
wes not a success. This proposition was not ac- 
cepted. The tugmen say that they have tested 
every one of these so-called smoke-consuwmers, 
and find that they are practically worthiess.

The principal business of the belligerents 
in the bricklayers’ and twaster-magons’ im- 
progiio. yesterday was the denying of 
each other’s assertions on all points that 
would tend to bring about a solution of the 
dimeulty.

THE SPRAGUE DIVORCE. 


Gov. Sprague Interviewed in Regard 
to the Allegations of Mrs. 
Sprague’s Attorneys. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 18.—[Speeial.}]— 
A reporter interviewed Goy. Sprague this 
morning concerning the allegations of Mrs. 
Kate Chase Sprague's lawyers chat he had de- 
ceived the Virginia clergyman who married 
him to his second wife. Ue said he never told 
the clergyman that he filed the first bill and 
that his wife filed the cregs-Bill. The facts of 
the case are these: Ilis present wife desired 
that au Episcopalian clergyman perform the 
marriage ceremony. According te the canons 
of that church divorced persons only 
who are divorced upon the grounds 
of adultery, and who are the inno- 
cent parties, can remarry. ‘The Rev. 
Mr. Hulliban asked Gov., Sprague if the 
ground of divyoree from his former wife was 
some Other than adultery, He replied that 
it was net; whereupou the clergyman said 
that he could not perform the ceremony, but 
that there were oer diuinisters in the place 
who could. 

GOY. SPBAGUE’S “INNOCENCE.” 

Gov. Sprague then said that perhaps after 
the case had been stated the objechonable 
feature could be overcome. Then it was 
that he told him that Mrs, Sprague with- 
drew her allegations of adultery against 


him and secured her divoree upon the 
grounds of non-support and desertion. His 


Own allegation of adultery had never 
been expunged from the records of the court, 
therefore he stood technically as the inno- 
cent person in the case, This seemed to 
satisfy the clergyman and the 
ceremony was pertormed. Gov, Sprague 
was then questioned as to the delay in grant- 
ing the divorce. Ile said that for a year the 
counsel on the other side endeavored, and 
without success,to foster upon him the crime 
of adultery alleged in their bill, a nally the 
late Judge Potter said that unless Mrs. 
Sprague’s lawyers expunged the scandalous 
matiers from their bill and tried the case 
upon the reguler forms prescribed by the 
statutes of Rhode Island, he should refuse 
to sit in the case. The allegations were ex- 
punged. 
THE PLEA OF NON-SUPPORT. 

Then it was that he and the counsel retired 
to an adjoining room, and for the first time 
he, in the presence of an officer of the court 
who was to be the witness, declared that he 
had abundant means to support his wife and 
family, but that he wonld not do so. This 
scheme bemg set up, the party returned to the 
court-room, and after the proof of the mar- 
riage had been put in the oflicer of the 
court was sworn and said that he 
had heard Gov. Sprague say within a year 
that he was able to support his wife and fam- 
ilv, but that he would notdo so. ‘Thisended 
the hearing, and the lawyers withdrew, leav- 
ing Judge Lotter to make the final entry as 
he could. Before the divorce was recorded 
as granted Judge Potter died suddenly of 
pneumonia, and Judge Matteson made the 
tinal reeord. 

HIS ALLEGATIONS STILL STAND. 

The Governor was asked if it was a fact 
that his allegations of adultery had not been 
expunged. Ile said that it was. 

Was it dy accident? “ 

That 1 do not pretend to say. Suffice it 
that the allegations of my cross-bill still stand 
on the court records.“

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Final Passage of the Scott Bill Throuch 
Both Houses of the Ohio Legisiature, 
with Unimportant Amendments. 
CoLumbBus, O., April 18.-—[Special,}—It 

was expected that the Scott Liquor-Tax bill 

would die in the hands of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee, but Senator Wolcott, of 

Portage County, had the courage to make a 

motion to have that committee discharged 

from the further consideration of the samt, 
and had the bill put upon its passage, While 
the bill was under diseussion several amend- 
ments were voted on—fourof which were got 
in: First, the preamble was struck off; then, 
the date from whieh the tax should 
begin to date was changed from 
the third to the fourth Monday 
or April; third, a provision for refunding 
to those who had paid the tax a ratable pro- 
portion thereof in cases in which a municipal 
ordinance should forbid the traffic to be car- 
on; and, fourth, the section suspending Sec. 
6.941 of the Revised Statutes Was changed 
to a simple repealing clause. T bill then 
passed, receiving the requisit numigar of 
yotes—17. The bill with the Senate amend- 
ments was then sent to the House, and the 
amendments were immediately concurred in, 


Two Democrats voted for the con 
currence, and it was with their votes 
the bill was made a law, 


although it has not yet received the signa- 
ture of the presiding.officers of both Houses. 
The amendinents made by the Senate do not 
change the billin any essential particular, 
The preamble was supertiuens; the post- 
ponement of the date of taxing was neces- 
sary; the provision for refunding to those 
closed up by ordinance was just; and the 
difference between the suspension and the 
repeal of Sec. 6,941 was not worth hesitating 
upon. It is the opinion of the best 
minds in both branches of the General As- 
sembly that it is a strong and just law, and 
does not run counter to any inbibition of the 
Constitution. They also said it was 
their opinion that the law would stand the 
test of the Supreme Court. Gov. Foster, in 
talking about the Jaw, coincided with the 
views given by the members of the General 
Assembiy. It will meet with opposition from 
extremists, but it will be welcomed and sus- 
tained by the great body of the veople of both 
parties when they come to witness the be- 
nign effects of its operation. 


No Decision Yet Aunounced ip the Iowa

| BABES ARE BARRED, 


After May 1 the Home for the Priend- 
less Will Close Its Doors 
Against Foundlings. 


The Foundlings’ Home Is Full of Them 
and the County Peor-House Is 
No Place for Them, 


Whenever an Attempt Is Made to Bring 
Them Up on the Bottle They 
Generally Die, 

Either the Foundiing Business Must Be Sup- 
pressed or Extra Accommodations ° 
Provided at Once, 


“ What shall we do with our babies?” This 
is a question which should oceupy the atten- 
tion at present of that mysterious portion of 
society which sets foundlings adrift upon the 
world. The problem should also be consid- 
ered by the authorities to whom is relegated 
the duty of caring for the hapless littie ones 
who are regarded as personified violations of 
social rules and living protests against social 
restrictions. 

The matter is pressing just at this time 
because the Ilome for the Friendless, an in- 
stitution which has recelved annually a 
large number of the city’s foundtings, re- 
fuses, at the end of the present month, to 
assume the responsibility any longer. This 
action is due to the fact that of all the in- 
fants ‘taken into the home 90 per cent in- 
variably die, because they are nourished 
from the bottle and cannot be provided with 
wet-hurses. 

THE DEATH RATE. 

Of the 125 foundlings admitted during the 
year ending Dec. 81, ninety-seven died in the 
institution, and several died after being 
given away. Oniy five or six of the whole 
number, are now liying. The Directors of 
the home have consequently conciuded that 
foundlings can only be vroverly cared for in 
places where they have the necessary nurs- 
ing, and they believe that such children are 
ot the pauper class, and should be provided 
tor by the city or county.

A visit was paid to the Foundlings’ Home, 
and the Matron when informed ot the de- 
cision of the Directors of the Home for the 
Friendiess, said: The subject is a very 
serjous one, and the outlook for the children 
is not bright. We have here at present sixty 
children and about thitty lurses—all that 
we cau cowfortably accommodate. It would 
be utterly impossible for us to take the in- 
fants which the Home for the Friend- 
less will reject after the Ist of May, 
It would require a building at least twice as 
large as the one we have at present to at- 
tempt the work. An addition is to be made 
to this building, but it will accommodate 
only a few more foundling. St. Vineent’s 
Infant Asylum ou the North Side has about 
thirty babies now, and it is unlikely that it 
can recef¥e more.“ 

Dr. Shipman, the founder of the Found- 
lings’ Home, was seen at his residence on 
Washington street. When asked if he had 
made any provisions fur the little ones which 
would be rejected by the South Side insti- 
tution in May, he said: 

We cannot tak any more than we have 
at present at the dome on.

PRACTICAL WORK OF THE ETHICAL CULTURE 

SOCIETY. 

About thirty ladies and gentlemen met in the 
pariors of the Leland Hotel yesterday after- 
noon. The purpose of this gathering wus to 
form an organization to be known as the Relief 
Society of the Society for Etbical Culture. Mr.

The 
society bere had expressed a desire to organize 
such a department of work—in fact, already 
money bad been raised sufficient to support one 
traived nurse, and she was to be stationed at the 
South Side Dispensary, where the pbysicians 


r had promised most giadiy to codperate with her.

THE CITY-HALL. 


Proposals will be advertised for today for 
lay ing water service- pipes on all the streets that 
are to be paved this year. 


A three-story building in course of erection 
at No. 210 Twelfth street was condemned by 
Superintendent Kirkland yesterday on account 
of incompetent workmanship, and also a two- 
story barn at No. 210 Biue Island avenue, as the 
walls were unsafe. 

Walker & Koester, who took out a permit 
to build a shelter shed on North avenue, and 
erected a beer pavilion, are to be prosecuted. 
The work was done election-day, when the 
Building Iuspectors were not on duty, and in de- 
fiance of the orders of Superintendent Kirkland, 
who hud been personally watcbing the place. 


The bids for removing the dead animals 
from the streets this year were: Union Kender- 
ing Company, $6,500; John Sullivan, $7,502 As 
the Council appropriated only $3,000 for the pur- 
pose, the Commissioner of Health will have to 
readvertise. No long 15 the Union Rendering 
Company paid the city sl a bead for the priv- 
ilege ot removing the dead horses and cows; 
but that was before the establishment of the 
monopoly. Since then they have been paid as 
high as $8,000 a year for the work. 


It looks as if the smoke nuisance, so far as 
the river is concerned, will not be abated this 
season, as was anticipated. Health-Commis- 
sioner De Woif was indulgent with the tug men 
last year because they promised when winter 
came to use consumers. They, however, bave 
done nothing, and will not pet mit a consumer to 
be placed on a tug to find out-whether it will 
work or not; and some of them bave iaid in a 
stock of soft coal, confident that they will not be 
interfered with. Commissioner De Wolf, how- 
ever, says the nuisance must be stopped, and as 
soon as the tugs commence ruaning inspector 
Merki will do his best to enforce compliance 
with the law. 


HORSEWHIPPING CASE. 
A FATHER RESENTS AN ALLEGED INSULT 
TO HIS WIFE AND DAUGHTER. 

A rather exciting affair in the shape of horse- 
whipping occurred between 12 and 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon in the grand rotunda of 
the Pacitic Hotel, immediately in front of the 
office. A man named C. A. Fawcett, residing at 
No. 339 West Adams street, met another named 
Phillips, residing at the same house, and simply 
said: “You insulted my wife and daughter,” 
and then Fawcett gave Phillips several stinging 
blows across the bead with the butt-end of a 


broken whip which he pulled from under his 
coat. “I bave been looking for you since 
Sunday.“ Gatinued the enraged man, as he be- 
labored Phillipa, who made no resistance, but 
attempted to expostulate and explain.

Lou are mistaken,” but 
Fawcett kept on with bis biows. By this time 
there was wuch excitement, and Sam Parker 
came from behind the counter and invited Mr.

A TRIBUNE reporter called at 38% West Adams 
street lust evening, where Fawcett, wife and 
daughter occupy apartments, as does Phillips, 
Who also has a wife. Last Sunday evening, suid 
Mrs. Fawcett, ber little 13-year-old daughter, an 
only child, was in the kitenen with some ladies. 
when Phillips came down ana pinched ber, 
which made the cnild cry. The lady came up. 
stuirs and told Mra. F. the facts. As the lat- 
ter ieft the parlor Phillips came up the basement 
stairs, and she asked him why he 
bad hurt her child. He replied, n- 
suiltingiy: Wunt the devil is the matter 
witb you.” Mrs. Fawcett said that ber husvand 
never spoke to ner iu that way, and that was the 
insuit which bad angered ber husband. Phillips 
bad oever burt or insuited ber child before, but 
he had wade himself geuerally disagreeab.e to 
the people of the house by his rough manner 

Pb lips is a painter by trade, and be works for 
Miliizwan. He isa rather rough-spoken man, but 
bis character is by no means bad. He is a steady 
and sober workman, and the wbole story about 
the cause of the horsewu pping was apparently 
much exaggerated. It is not uulikely that Fun- 
lips will call Fawcett to account before a police

SAMUEL W. ALLERTON. 
HE TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE IN THE DRESSED- 
BEEF TRADE. 

The outside interest in the tussle now going 
on between the live-stock and dressed-beef 
shippers is rapidly increasing as the facts bo- 
come better understood by the general public. 
It is a war between giants, and upon the out- 
depends very largely the 
continuation of peace in Commissioner 
Fink's trunk-line pool. The live-stock 
men aver that they are demanding of the rail- 
roads simply a just, equitabie rate and nothing 
more. They assert that the present magnitude 
of tne dressed-beef trade is the result largely of 
a scheme of deception by which the railroads 
have been led into giving the dressed-beef sbip- 
pers an absurdly low rate on their shipments, 
and by the further trick of making the roads 
bau! beavily-loaded refrigerator-cars that are 
billed as carrying thousaods of pounds less tban 
the actual contents of the cars. The live-stock 
men have claimed ali along that the shipment of 
dressed beef from Chicago to the Eastern 
markets would not be a profitable business if 
tbe beet was bonestly billed and the railroads 
charged rates at all in proportion to their 
cbarges On live stock. 

To ascertain the foundation of this claim a re- 
porter yesterday called upon Mr. Samuel W. 
Allerton, a, gentieman who bas been in the 
dressed-beef trade aud knows all about it. 
Mr. Allerton was found at J. T. Lester's office, 
aud was in a communicative mood. 

Mr. Allerton,” said the reporter, what 
were your reasons for going out of the dressed- 
beef trude. Did you tind it unprotitabie?’ 

“ You newspaper /eliows,”” suid he, seem to 
be a good deal disturved over this little trade in 
dressed meats. It's not wortby of the space you 
give it. 1 went into the business last fall, to be 
sure, but I bad only one reason for it. I didn't 
expect to make any money. I knew beforehand 
that to make money in that trade I must make 
it out of the railroads. My object in going into 
the business was to ascertain just bow much the 
railroads were favoring dressed-beef feliows as 
against the cattle spippere. In order to get at 
that I had to get behind the scenes. Do you see? 
Weil it didu't take me long to find out the inside 
workings of the dressed-beef business. Where 
the live cattle are loaded and honestly weighed 
by representatives of the railroads, the dressed- 
beef shippers had their own peculiar way of 
loading, weighing, and wunderbili-ne. Of 
course, in order to give these facis as evidence to 
Commissioner Fink I nud to copy after the 
other shippers. 1 sent beef East over all the 
lines, including the Grand Trunk. The cars 
were billed 20,000 pounds. whije in fact they 
carried from 22,000 to 27,000 pounds. After we had 
done this successfully we potitied the roads of 
what we were doing, and, of course, it kicked 
up a big stir amont the railroad officials.” 

What action was then taken, Mr. Allerton?” 

“Why, they ut once raised the miniinum rate 
from 18,000 to 20,000 pounds, end puta man in 
each slaughter- house to weigh the beef.’ 

EXTENT OF THE UNDERBILLING. 

Did the railroads discover to what extent the 
fraudulent billing bad been carried on? 

“Oh, yes, to a certain extent. In looking the 
thing up they discovered that the Grand Trunk 
bad been bauling cars containing 25.000 pounds 
which were billed at 15,000 pounds, and from the 
billing weight the innocent old road would take 
of 1,500 pounds on accountof shrinkawe, thus 
ey my pay Soe Sue 16 — pounds in fact.“ 

“Were all the dressed- beet shippers gett 
their profits in this way? 27 n 

“I cun't say what the other shippers were 
doing. Ii found no difficulty in loading from 23.- 
000 to 27,000 pounds in the cars billed at 20.000 
pounds. As the other fellows all got rich at the 
business I conclude that for three vears past che 
dressed-beef shippers bave bad this undernand 
advantage of the live-cattle men. It has 
amounted to at least $50 or #60 per car in their 
favor. As soon us they commenced to weigh 
the beef they exsily got 23,000 pounds into the 
cars, 80, you see, 16,500 pounds was rather low 
ey 

“What, in your opinion, is the out 
dressed-beef — now? — 

“itis arnilroad quesuon simply. If the Grand 
Trunk can afford to ngui a refrigerator-car with 
dead weight, beef, and ice aggregating 64,000 
pounds to New York for $128 less a rebate of $15 
for mileage on the car, and then haul the empty 
car, weighing 36.000 pounds, back, why, I don’t 
see chat the trade is iu dauger. Now look at the 
Pennsylvania Road, ou the other band. It bauis 
to New York a load of live cattle, an 
aggregate weight of, say, 45,000 pounds. It 
receives for this $100, and being a 
cattle-car instead of 4 refrigerutor- 
car, the company is able to return it loaded with 
coal or coke for which it receives $60, or $160 
net for bauling 45.000 pounds both ways against 
a net FI for the Grand Trunk and its heavy 
refrigerator car. I don’t think it any wonder 
that the Pennsylvania can pay dividends and 
the Grane Trunk nothing. It looks as if the 
dressed-beef shippers expected all along to 
make the larger part of their protit by over- 
loadiig. Cars were built thirty-four feet long, 
ume feet nine wide, and twelve feet high, but as 
the beef is now weighed these cars are a dead- 
horse.” 

THE NEW YORK MEETING. 

“There seems be some misuncerstanding, 
Mr. Allerton, reg@rding the meeting of shippers 
called by Commisstoner Fink last week in New 
York. What was the object of the meeting?’ 

“ Why, it was called simply to discuss the very 
matters that you and I have been talking about. 
Mr. Fink wants to arrive, if possible, at some 
fair basis for equalizing the rates so as not to 
favor one faction any more than the other.

ON OHANGRE. 
A. M. WRIGHT EXPLAINS HIS SETTLEMENT 
OF THE JULY WHEAT DEAL. 

Mr. A. M. Wright says that he has only settled 
30,000 bushels of July wheat, and this with Ar- 
mour & Co. He says that complaints against bis 
firm for not settling the July contracts were 
made to Directors of the Board of Trade in vio- 
lation of the stipulation between counsel. It 


was understood that the settiement of these 


tradés would be held in abeyance until the court 
had decided on the application for a rebearing 
of che July wheat case, decided a few weeks ago 
in favor of the Board of Trade. Mr. Wright says 
that when he learned that the complaints bad 
been made to the Directors the tirm devided to 
settle these trades, because if they had not done 
so they would probably have been suspended 
from the board. Suspension would bave re- 
suited in ending the case, so far as the rehearing 
in the courts is concerned, until the house couid 
bave been reinstated by a writ of mandamus, 
which might not have been issued for several 
months ora year. Itisthought the counsel for 


the other side saw this point, and undertook to 


carry it through and end practically the litiga- 
tion over the July wheat. 


SOUTH PARKS. 


IMPROVEMENT OF MICHIGAN AVENUE 
BE COMPLETED. 


TO 


The South Park Commissioners met yesterday , 


afternoon. 

A complaint was presented that the Chicago & 
Fort Wayne Railroad Company was again ob- 
structing Garfield avenue by switching and leav- 
ing cars on the tracks, and the Secretary was ino- 
structed to ask it to desist, and notify it that if 
did not it would be prosecuted to the extent of 
the law. 

The old question of the eighty acres of land 
in Hyde Park purchased by the board at a tax 
sale came up, with an opinion from the attorney 
of the board. The opinion beld that the sale 
and purchase were void, and the Auditor was 
instructed to settle the matter. The property 
in question is in the hands of the former Ke- 
ceiver of the old Third National Bank, d the 
amount of money invoived in the dispute is 
about $20,000, with interest, whico the Receiver 
is said to be willing to pay to have the land re- 
leased. 

An opinion from the attorney was next read 
on the question of the power of the board to 
abandvna the improvement of Michigan avenue, 
between Park row ana Jackson street. He held 
that it couid not abandon the improvement and 
retain coatrol over the remaining part of Michi- 
guu avenue and Toirty-ffth street, for the rea- 
son that the street had been ceded to it by both 
the city and the property-owners, with Wwe un- 
derstanding that the ve was to bea unit. 
The consent of the eit) and property-boiders 
uiong the proposed improvement would be 
necessary, and for the property on the eust side 
of the avenue be thuugbDt that, while the board 
might not be able to levy and collect from the city 
by ussesement, it could collect its share of the 
expense by mandamus. 

Jom missioner Caliaghan explained that the 
city bad alrendy appropriated $10,000 for the ſtu- 
provement, and that the Mayor and Controller 
had expressed their willmguess to him to bave 
the appropriation increased, whereupon it was 
agreed to go forward with the work at once. 

The election of officers vot heretofore chosen 
was had, resulting as follows: Secretary, H. W. 
Harman; Superintendent, M. W. White; Aftor- 
ney, M. W. Fuller; Engineer, J. F. Foster; Flor- 
ores Kaust; Stable Superintendent, Joba 

Neill. 

In the case of the People vs. Commissioner 
Corneil in the late quo warranto proceedings, a 
resolution was adopted agreeing to pay the legal 
expenses of the Commissioner. 

Commissioner Walsu presented an ordinance 
for tue reinoval of the carriage blocks or steps 
along Michigan avenue witbin twenty days, fix- 
ing a penaity of $5 fur each day they remained 
after the time given. It was laid over until the 
next meeting, which will be held two weeks 
bence. 


PASTOR AND PEOPLE, 


THE RESIGNATION OF THK REV. MR. WISH- 
ARD, OF THE FIFTH PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH, 

About 150 members of the congregation of the 
Fifth Presbyterian Church met in the church, at 
the corner of Thirtieth street and Indiana ave- 
nue, last night to také some action on the resig- 
nation of their pastor, the Rev. S. E. Wisuard. 

A vote was taken, whieh showed thirty-one for 
accepting the resination and seventy-nine 
aguinst its acceptance. This announcement was 
greeted with prolonged appiause. 

On motion of Mr. Scotieid, a committee of 
three was appointed by the Chair to announce 
the vote of the congregauon to Mr. Wsuard and 
at the same time request bim to withdraw 
bis resignation. The committee consisted of 
Messrs. Sgotteid, Waarton, and Pierson. The 
committee called upon che pastor at bis resi- 
dence near by, and delivered the message. 
Upon their return Mr. Sevticid aunounced taat 
Mr. Wisbard retused to take the responsibility 
of answering the question, but would submit to 
the decision of the presbytery in the matter. 
He thougnt it wouid be weil to have the congre- 
gution appoint a deleguuon to wait on the pres- 
bytery, aud lay the case before that body. 

Mr. Baker objected to any such proceeding, 
as he didn’t want any body to decide who should 
be his pastor—this was a question between 
pastor and people, aud with them alone the case 
should ve teft. 

Mr. M. J. Wilson coincided wits Mr. Baker. 
and thought that the entire congregation would 
be of the same opinion if they knew what sort 
of a presbytery Chicago was afflicted with. Mr. 
Wilson said the presbytery was wade up ot a 
Fung of real-estate meu and lusurauce agents, 
with a small sprinkling of so-called ministers 
who had notbing but their own weifare at heart. 
Several other gentlemen expressed the same 
sentiments, and it is quite probable mat the 
presbytery would bave been bandled without 
gioves, but some charitable brother moved for 
an adjournment. 

As the case now stands the resignation is con- 
sidered received, but as the majority of the con- 
gregation are in tavor of Mr. Wisbard he may 
yet be prevailed upon to remain, as the ovjec- 
tions raised against bim originated among a tew 
sorebeads who are clamoring for a more fasb- 
ionable parson. Mr. Wishard has accomplished 
avast mount of good during nis pastorate at 
the he 2 Church, and is generaily loved and es- 
toemed.

He Furnishes a Female Witness Who 
Tells a Terrible Tale of 
Tewksbury. 


The Other Side Attempts to Show 
the Character of the 
Witness. 


Gov. Butler Resists, and the Commit-

Gov. Butler Introduces a Suspicious 
Character into the Almsbhouse Ia 
quiry. 

Boston, Mass., April 18.—At the Tewks- 
bury examination Mary E. Bowen, formerly 
an inmate, said she could not eat the food 
furnished, but lived upon that bought with 
money furnished hem she never saw any of 
the Marsh family while there; thirty or more 
women were bathed in the same water; 
many of them had had skin diseases, and 
many were infested with vermin; when 
there was time carbolic acid was poured on 
the beads of such patients; vermin 
all over the place, rats being so abundant 
that patients would call the nurses to 
drive them away; one consumptive woman 
was unable to call for help, and her feet were 
badly bitten; this happened every night 
until she died; the closets and everything 
were filthy, but when visitors were expected 
things were cleaned; one woman who died 
was large, and her body was crowded into 
the box by men standing on it; she had on 
the same bonnet worn when alive; another 
patient occupied the bed on which this 
woman died that night, nochange of clothing 
being made; an old insane woman was beaten 
with sticks and tied with ropes. 

THE CHARACTER OF THE WITNESS. 

The witness had come on from New York 
to give her testimony, and Brown asked sev- 
eral questions which Gov. Butler said were 
not pertinent. 

Brown retorted that the character of the 
witnesses, so far, was fit subject for criticism, 
and he proposed in this case to know this 
witness’ entire story. 

The Governor said he did not propose to 
sit still and allow his witnesses to be ma- 
ligned. He asked the committee not to al- 
low it. Some of their daughters might by 
chance come to this hell upon earth. 

Loud applause from the spectators fol- 
lowed.

She 
should answer all pertinent questions, but 
not those which sought to drag her down. 

Brown said that his Excellency winced 
as he never did before, when he called the 
Governor’s attention to a case where he (the 
Governor) questioned a witness in regard to 
character, etc., in a most unheard-of way. 

AGAINST BUTLER. 

The question as to proceeding with the 
cross-examination was decided by the com- 
mittee in the affirmative by 5 to 4 votes. 

Miss Bowen refused to give the name by 
which she was known in New York, and the 
counsel demanded it to inquire into her 
character tor Veracity. 

In the course of a controversy, the Gov- 
ernor said this investigation would interest 
the whole country where there were institu- 
tions like the Tewksbury, and ought to go 
before it. Already it had aroused examina- 
tions in other States. He had never had a 
political thought in connection with it. The 
only questions to be decided were law, pro- 
priety, and humanity; but the 7 
counse! took that narrow view of it of whic 
he was capable. 

A WAR OF WORDS. 

The Chairman said the Governor’s remark 
that another 5-to-t vote would hand this com- 
mittee down as another committee was 
handed down to the country by its 8&to-7 
vote was highly improper, and hoped no 
more political allusions would be made.by 
any of the counsel. 

The Governor said he had as little respect 
‘for the Chairman’s opinion as the latter had 
for his, and he had no respect for the Chair- 
man’s decisions. 

Being asked if Miss Bowen would be pres- 
ent tomorrow, Gov. Butler said if she wasn’t 
herp the testimony could be stricken from 
the record. 

Adjourned. 


The Almshouse at Buffalo. 

BuFFALo, N. Y., April 15.—The Common 
Council committee, inquiring into the coùnty 
almshouse, find the keeper, Fred Busch, 
guilty of the most reckless mismanagement, 
bringing about a wilful waste of $5,000 of the 
public funds. The report includes charges 
of perjury before the committee. The Dis- 
trict-Attorney is asked to present the case to 
the grand jury. Thereis much indignation 
against Busch, 


BAD FOR THE LOGGERS. 


The Menomonee R ver Rises to an Une 
precedented Hight—Great Damage 
Done, 

MENOMONEE, Wis., April 18.—The rise in 
the Menomonee River is unprecedented, and 
much damage has been done. The river is 
two feet above the highest previous water- 
mark. At Menominee, owing to the stabili- 
ty of the dam and mills, less damage has 
been done than elsewhere. The water is four 
feet deep in the big mill, and it will 
be two weeks before the mills there 
can be put into running shape. At Cedar 
Falls, six miles above Menomonee, the dam 
and mills are badly damaged, and the logs in 
the dam all broke away. It will take five or 
six weeks to repair the damage there. At 
Prairie Farm, torty miles above Menomonee, 
the water cut its way around the dam, doing 
a good deal of damage to the mill and store. 
Scott’s dam, on Lightning Creek, and Down’s 
dam, on Ilay River, are washed away. At Rice 
Lake, sixty miles above, the whole country is 
flooded, and a good deal of damage has been 
done. The middle dam on Moose Ear is par- 
tially washed away. At Downsville, twelve 
miles below Menomonee, the dam is partly 
washed away and the old and new store and 
boarding-house have gone down the river. 
The devastation there is the greatest of any 
point on the river. The Chippewa River 
Railroad is badly damaged the whole 
length, and itis thought it will be two months 
before trains are again running. This Hood 
seriously affects a N large portion of the 
lumbering district of Wisconsin. 


A PACKET ASHORE. 

New ORLEANS, La., April 18.—[Special.]—Yes- 
terday evening the New Orleans and Thibadoux 
packet H. J. Dickey, Capt. Dugas, of the Red 
River & Coast Line, was drawn into the Melrose 
Crevasse near L’ Abadieville Bayou, Lafouache. 
and driven so hard aground that great force is 
required to take her out. The worst feature 
of the disaster is that the Lafourche, as well as 
all other local rivers and streaus, is rapidly tall- 
ing. The Dickey is a new boat, not being more 
than a year old, and is valued at $15,000.
